Comparing the Yields.

The number of stalks in ench
vow shonld nlso be counted, The
welght of the corn from a row divided
by the number of stalks In that row
will give the welght per stalk, which
i# the proper basis for comparison. It
will be found that there s a very groat
difference In yiolding abllity, some
rows yielding twlee or three thmes as
much as otbhers, This yield, togeth-
er with the pumber of good, seed
ecars to the row, forms the basls for
determining from which row to select
ears Lo plant next yenr's breeding plot.
The rest of the ears worth saving
ghould be stored away to plant in the
incrense fleld.
